THRES BAD BOYS. 
The story of the three bad boys who 
have just been arrested at Grass Valley is 
one which may be reflected upon with 
profit. These lads, all of them about 18 
years of age, formed themselves into a 
gang of lawbreakers, from no other appar­ 
ent motive than a sheer inclination to mis­ 
chief and evil. They went abont com­ 
mitting arson, trying to burn Chinatown, 
arranging plots for highway robberies, de­ 
stroy ing valuable property wantonly and 
repeatedly. 
Yet it is said that they 
have not been thrust into bad asso­ 
ciations. Their parents are all well-to-do 
people, and they wanted for nothing at 
their homes. This last assertion, however, 
must ne challenged. The presumptiun is 
that they lacked guidance, intelligent edu­ 
cation, home training, and, above a!!, home 
discipline. They were probvbly allowed, 
as almost all California boys are, to live on 
the sircet. They were accustomed to look 
on their parents’ home as a place to eat and 
sleep in. Terhaps their fathers spent their 
evenings habitually “ down town 
at the 
saloon, the lodge, or come other place of 
common resort. There was no family cir­ 
cle. There was no home in any real sense. 
They followed the bent of their own incli­ 
nations. It would be interesting to know 
what kind of reading they had preferred. 
Quite probably their youthful imaginations 
had been fired by the perusal of that dime­ 
n ivel rubbish which has already sent 
hundreds and thousands of boys to the 
l a 1. They had thought it must be a fine 
thing to be a daring criminal. Lawless- 
iio' i had exercised its fascination over 
them. And so they banded together aud 
played at arson in a realistio way, and en­ 
deavored as well as they knew how to 
graduate themselves for the Penitentiary. 
W hat will be done with them now? If 
they are sent to the Penitentiary their 
fate will be sealed. 
The probability is 
that they are not yet irreclaimable, despite 
the apparent malice of their misehii f, but 
if they go to San Quentin even for one 
year they will leave it bardeued and 
Hopeless criminals. It is very necessary 
to consider seriously how to deal with 
such cases ; cases which are on the divid­ 
ing line between good and evil; which may 
be saved by judicious treatment, but are 
. ur«. to be driven to perdition by any other 
kiad. These boys are largely wliat their 
fathers and mothers have made them. 
P. rental responsibility cannot be shirked 
with such evidence of parental neglect be- 
iore us. And there are thousands of other 
boys quite as near ruin as these, aud owing 
their danger to the same cause. No doubt 
prison reform 's greatly needed here ; but 
reform in the home is a far mure potent 
means of solving the problems involved. 


THE COERCION BILL. 
Mr. Gladstone has at last introduced 
his coercion bill for Ireland. So fatr as can 
be gathered from the telegraphic accounts 
it appears to be very stringent and very 
elastic, and in effect to involve the put­ 
ting of all Ireland under martial law. The 
introduction of this legislation has of 
course exasperated the Parnellites, and 
has apparently not satisfied that wing of 
the Liberal party which believe that land 
reform should at least have been proposed 
at the same time with coercion. The 
Tories, however, have signified their in­ 
tention to support the Government in 
-enactiDg the new laws, and the strength 
they bring will farmorethan counterbalance 
any defection on the part of the Birming­ 
ham school. The Parnellites have declared 
their purpose to filibuster with all their 
might against the new bill, and it is re­ 
ported that measures are being devised 
for checkmating this design by Parlia­ 
mentary methods. The temper of Parlia­ 
ment is in fact evidently such that in the 
last resort it will not hesitate to suppress 
the Irish members forcibly, and it is 
already plain that the coercion bill will be 
passed no matter what resistance Í3 made 
to it. The reason for introducing it prior 
to the land reform bill appears to be an 
apprehension that the ParneUites would 
have undertaken, in any other event, to 
maintain that the T-and League had intim­ 
idated the Government The latter conse­ 
quently proposes to clear the League out 
of the way befora it brings forward its 
land bill. 


The new Constitution already confronts 
the farmers with difficulties which threaten 
their prosperity most seriously, and it is 
evident tiiat in regard to some of these 
difficulties speedy legislative relief is 
urgently demanded. The farmer who has 
borrowed money on his crop, giving his 
note for it, is to-day iu a most embarrass­ 
ing position. In the fir3t place the notes 
which are drawn for this purpose are what 
is called “ ironclad.” They give to the 
holders ot them power to sell the wheat at 
a few hours’ notice, or even without notice, 
if the state of the market becomes such as 
to threaten to invade the margins. As of 
course the holders of the notes must be the 
judges of the arrival of such a contingency, 
the maker of the note is wholly at tiieir 
mercy, aud either such a bear movement 
as has been developed recently, or the ap­ 
proach of the annual assessment for taxes, 
may constitute the justification for forced 
sales. The mere danger of such an event 
moreover must tend to bear the wheat 
market still further, for it is obvious that 
buyers will not seek to hold up prices at a 
time when the exigencies of the producer 
compel him to take almost anything 
that may be offered. The menace of the 
double taxation which now impends 
over 
the farmers, 
who 
are 
also 
borrowers, is however scarcely capable of 
being exaggerated. It involves, on the 
surplus crop still unsold, an additional 
impost amounting to from §1,000,000 to 
§0,000,000, and it threatens to make all 
the difference between profit and loss in a 
very large number of c»3es. That is to 
say, that between the new Constitution 
and the v.’heat-buyer3’ ring, the farmers 
are threatened with the practical destruc­ 
tion of their livelihood, and if there were 
no means available for remedying this 
situation it might become a question of 
instant concern whether wheat should 
hereafter be raised in anything like the 
quantities of the past. Nor are the 
difficulties referred to the only ones which 
face the producer at this juncture. The 
question of municipal taxation promises to 
be the last straw that breaks the camel’s 
back. If the wheat now in warehouse at 
Stockton, Vallejo, Sacramento and else­ 
where, is to be subject to municipal a3 well 
as State and county taxation, the result 
will he not only disastrous to the owners 
of the wheat but to the cities and towns iu 
which warehousing ha3 been an important 
and profitable business. 
In Stockton, for example, there are at 
present 125,000 tons of wheat in ware­ 
house. In Vallejo there are from 70,000 
to 80,000; and iu Sacramento there are 
some 30,000 tons, though no regular ware­ 
housing interest exists here. Now, if all 
this wheat is subjected to municipal taxa­ 
tion, in towns where the rate of local tax­ 
ation ranges from 2 to 4 per cent., it is per­ 
fectly apparent that the effect will be to 
kill the warehousing business iu these 
places, whatever else it does. The farmers 
cannot pay these rates, and therefore they 
will have to get their wheat stored outside 
of municipal limits. Such a change would 
be a most disastrous blow to the prosperity 
of Stockton, and would seriously injure 
Vallejo and other places. The warehous­ 
ing business once removed would in all 
probability not return to its old channels, 
even if wheat was exempted from local taxa­ 
tion, and a great deal of capital now in­ 
vested in that business would be virtually' 
destroyed. Of course the effect upon the 
farming interest would be calamitous in 
the extreme. This cumulative system of 
taxation would ultimately impose a tax 
upon their produce equal to eight per 
cent., which is one per cent, more than 
the present value of money upon first- 
class collateral securities. 
It does not 
require any argument to show that the 
producers cannot stand such an access of 
taxation, and that if they are exposed to 
it without remedy, they must abandon the 
business of wheat-growing. 
And it is 
equally clear that the new Constitution is 
responsible for the e\ ila which are crowd­ 
ing upon them, and that the vicious aud 
inequitable principle of regarding solvent 
debts as property has put in the hands of the 
wheat-bnyers’ ring the weapon with which 
the farmers are beiDg beaten duwn. The 
banks cannot change their policy. They 
are thr atened by a falling market on one 
hand, aud by the Assessor on the other. 
They must compel their customers to pay 
the tax upon their notes, and they must 
protect their loans. No help or remission 
can therefore be looked for in that quarter, 
and unless the question of transpoitation 
deficiency cau be solved in one of the ways 
suggested by us yesterday, the prospect 
will be a dark one. It is, however, appa­ 
rently possible to avoid the intolerable 
extra burden of municipal taxation on 
wheat in warehouses, and this should be 
urged alike by the farmers aud by the 
inhabitants of the towns which depend 
largely upon the warehousing business. 
As to double taxation, that is unfortu­ 
nately in the Constitution, and it is so 
fixed there that it is to be feared the Su­ 
preme Court would find it impossible to 
construe it away, no matter how good its 
intentions ic that direction might be. 
THE SENATE AND MR. COP.TIS. 
Senator Cheney-, speaking for the He- 
publican caucus, has stated, on a question 
of privilege, that the rejection of the Gov­ 
ernor’s nomination of Mr. N. Greene Curti 
for a member of the Board of Regents wa 
not inspired by political considerations, but 
that the objections to Mr. Curtis are per­ 
sonal. Of course ave are bound to accept 
this explanation as relieving the Republi­ 
can Senators who have voted against Mr. 
Curtis from the imputation of partisan 
bigotry and disregard of the law. We are 
however somewhat surprised that this ex­ 
planation should have been withheld so 
long, seeing that in its absence the almost 
unavoidable presumption, from the sur­ 
rounding circumstances of the case, was 
that which this journal, in common with 
the general public, was justified in adopt­ 
ing. Undoubtedly the Senate is entirely 
within its privileges in declining to indorse 
the nomination of aDyone, so long as the 
grounds of objection are not political. 


THE PONCA CASE. 
The mysteries of the Ponca case are not 
yet cleared up. It is now said that a ma­ 
jority of the special Commission recently 
appointed by President Hayes to visit the 
tribe and ascertain the actual facts of the 
situation, are prepared to report in accord­ 
ance with the previous representations of 
Tibbies and Bright Eyes ; that is to say, 
the majority are convinced that the original 
story of the wrong done to the Poncas is 
true, and that the Indians are not content­ 
ed with their present location, as their 
chiefs told Mr. Schurz the other day. It 
would seem from this that the suspicion 
excited by the strange statements of these 
chiefs, that they had been bribed to give 
away the rights of their people, may prove 
to have been well founded after all, and 
that there may appear to be a very ugly 
and disgraceful job at the bottom of this 
business. As two members of the special 
Commission are army officers of experienoe 


among the Indians, whatever they believe 
to be the truth will be received by the 
country as such, and it is possible that 
through the means of this eleventh-hour 
inquiry a fresh wrong may be averted from 
the already too-much injured Poncas.

There were only two persons sent to San 
Quentin from Sutter county in 1SS0. Both 
went for horse-stealing. 
The money in the Monterey county 
treasury on the 12th instant, by official 
count, footed up §71,7S2 91. 
The Seattle (W. T.) public schools are 
overcrowded with pupils. There are 104 
students attending the University. 
In 18S0 it cost §29,000 to run the Ari­ 
zona Territorial Prison. Tne number of 
convicts confined there is thirty-six. 
It is reported that the Klamath river 
raised eiglity-two feet during the recent 
storm. 
All the bridges are gone from 
Witchepec to Orleans. 
In the census statistics the number of 
sheep iu Douglas county, Oregon, is placed 
at 159,124, and the annual wool produc­ 
tion at 510,013 pounds. 
* F. II. Steele of Los Angeles has had his 
wife put in jail on a charge of bigamy, in

James Higgins, still living. 
On the Sweetwater, iu Wyoming, a 
record which is kept at one of the herder’s 
stations shows that during last year 170,000 
head of cattle passed over the route. 
Says the Santa Rosa Republican : There 
will be planted this spring in Sonoma 
county as many vines as all the vineyards 
great aud small together at present con­ 
tain. 
MX. DOYLE WEAKSKS 
The Marysville Appeal has the follow­ 
ing : After walking hack the Appeal rep­ 
resentative met and became acquainted 
with J. M. Doyle, who wrote the letters. 
He was standing on the river bank and had 
not been out on the dam at all, and left 
without going out to see for himself. He 
stated that he had not been on it except 
two or three weeks aso, and was then only 
on the south side aud went out over the 
short distance to the first sink. There 
was then much more water than at pres­ 
ent. When asked in regard to the letter 
to Senator Glascock he admitted that it 
was rash, that he never thought of its be­ 
ing published, that he was sorry for the 
reference to the local press being throttled 
and controlled, for lie did not believe it 
was in any way, and had not intended to 
state or insinuate any such thing in re­ 
gard to Marysville papers. He expressed 
his willingness aud desire to publish a 
card of apology or correction, stating that 
he had no reference to the Appeal, 
for he held no such opinion of the pa­ 
per, and on the contrary, liked it and 
thought it free and fair. He only meant 
Sacramento papers, and was resentful be­ 
cause the R e c o rd U nion bad failed to pub­ 
lish his letter. That journal explains that 
it received the letter, bnt it was from a 
person not known to them as responsible, 
and itdid not care to print charges from such 
a source which might injure and do injus­ 
tice to responsible meD. 
He said that 
he was rather angry when he wrote the 
letter, because he had been so treated. 
When asked if he would swear to the truth­ 
fulness of the details of the letters, he 
intimated that he would not attempt it, 
but would say that the dam practically did 
no good this y ear. He said, if examined, he 
should not say anything about Mr. Parks 
aud his being dishonest. He evidently is a 
peculiar, eccentric individual, and very sorry 
that he wrote such rash letters, foresees 
that he cannot substantiate or insist on 
the truth of what he wrote, and therefore 
is not much pleased that he is to be ex 
amine! before the committee. It will ap­ 
pear on his examination that the main or 
only importance that they were entitled to, 
was because of their publication. 


A n o th e r C a lifo rn ia R a ilr o a d .—We 
find the following in the San Francisco 
Bulletin of January 25th : 
The Sierra Iron Company to-day filed 
with the County Clerk a declaration of its

DOMESTIC NEWS. 


Gloomy Outlook for the Chinese Treaties. 
Washington, January 25th.—The expect­ 
ed regular weekly meeting of the Senate 
Committee on Foreign Relations to consider 
the Chinese treaties did not take place to­ 
day. The committee consists of nine mem­ 
bers, and only four of them put in an appear­ 
ance, namely. Senators Eaton, Morgan, 
Pendleton and Kirkwood. Senators Hamlin 
and Carpenter are confined at their residences 
by illness, and others were variously occu­ 
pied this morning—Hill of Georgia attending 
a session of the committee which is investi­ 
gating how the Chinese treaties got out, 
Johnston of Virginia being engaged with his 
special committee on pleuro-pueumonia of 
cattle, and Coukling preparing to deliver an 
argument in the Supreme Court this after­ 
noon. There being no quorum, Chairman 
Eaton was unable even to obtain sanction 
for his proposition to request authority from 
the Senate for the committee to hold meetings 
for the consideration of the treaties during 
the Senate sessions, aud he is so much dis­ 
couraged by the apparent lack of iuterest'dis- 
played in the subject thus far that he doubts 
the utility »f again attempting to get a 
quorum of the committee together before the 
tune for next Tuesday’s regular meeting. 
The delay iu acting upon the treaties is par­ 
tially explained by what seems to have been 
a disposition of some of the Senators to wait 
for expressions of public sentiment concern­ 
ing them, especially from the Pacific coast. 
The delay has, however, been so prolonged 
that there now seems to be practically no 
chance whatever fcr obtaining legislation at 
this session to carry the treaties into effect, 
and it must be added that there is to day no cer­ 
tainty of the treaties themselves being finally 
acted upon on before the next Senate con­ 
venes in special session, which will be shortly 
after the 4th of March. 
Tbc Controversy Between the C. P. R. It. 
Co. nntl the Government. 
Washington, January 25th.—Aconference 
was held this afternoon at the Attorney- 
General’s office between representatives of 
the Gentral Pacific Railroad and the Govern­ 
ment, in regard to the controversy which has 
arisen between the Government and the rail­ 
road company in regaid to tho dividend re­ 
cently declared by the company. Secretary 
Schurz, Assistant Attorney-General McCam- 
mon and Auditor of Railroad Accounts 
French representing the Government, and 
Vice-President C. P. Huntington, accompa­ 
nied by Mesirs. Shellabarger and AVilson, 
counsel for the railroad, were present. The 
conference lasted several hours, but no defi­ 
nite adjustment of the question at issue was 
reached at the time of adjournment. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.] 
W ashington, January 25th.—Vice-Presi­ 
dent Huntington says to-night, willi refer­ 
ence to the conference held to-day between 
representatives of the Central Pacific Rail­ 
road Company and the Government, that the 
conference was without result so far, hut 
that there would be another to morrow, in 
which he hoped to be able to show that 
Auditor French has misinterpreted the 
figures furnished by the company's book.-*. 
“ We have earned our last dividend,’’ said 
Huntington, “ and unless we are enjoined 
we intend to pay it to the stockholders.” 
An Action of Smpiii lancc to Mining Stock 
Investors. 
Chicago, January 25th.—The Inter Ocean's 
New York special says: An action involving 
severa! questions of importance to investors 
in mining stacks has been begun in the Su­ 
preme Court by A. N. Holmes, a lawyer, 
against Jerome B, Chaffee, as President, and 
David M( ifatt, Jr., as Vice-President, of the 
Little Pittsburg Consolidated Mining Com­ 
pany. The principal question to be deter­ 
mined in the case, if the allegati ins of the 
complaint are proved, is whether the con­ 
trolling officers of a mining company can be 
made personally liable for damages in know­ 
ingly making false representation as to 
the value of their mines, so as to induce 
the investment of capital. Holmes alleges 
that the larger part of the pack of ore of 
silver and lead on the company’s property, 
covering one-third of an acre, had been 
worked out and exhausted previous to the 
formation of the company ; that the defend­ 
ants invited a large party ot persons from 
New York aud other places to visit Lead- 
ville, and that by meau3 of the statements 
and representations made caused them to be­ 
lieve there were several million of dollars of 
reserves of ore iu sight, etc. Holmes then 
recites some of the personal representations 
that were made to him by Chaffee aud Moffat, 
to induce him to purchase stock, among 
others that there were receives sufficient to 
pay dividends of §100,000 per month for at 
least three years; that the property was 
worth so much more than §20 a share 
that Chaffee’s daughter, at his suggestion, 
had sold her Government bonds to purchase 
Little Pittsburg at that price, and that it 
could be procured at that price only from 
him. Holmes says that on the strength of 
them he invested §5,000 in stock at §20 a 
share. He cow declares them to be untrue 
at the time, and made to deceive and defraud 
him; that the value of the reserves did not 
exceed $1.000,000; that the stock was not re­ 
ally at the time worth §4 a share, and that 
Chaffee and daughter had nut made the in­ 
vestment he pretended. The third cause of 
action is based chiefly on the report made by 
Chaffee in August, 1879, to the Directors, 
which induced Holmes to put in §5.000 more. 
For all his losses H olmes asks §20,000 dam­ 
ages. The ariBwer has not been served. 
The Telegraph Trouble. 
New Y ork, January 25th.—The case of 
Rufus Hatch against the Western Union, 
Atlantic and Pacific and Western Union Tel­ 
egraph Companies, to prevent their consoli­ 
dation, was called in the Supreme Court in 
chambers to-day. The session was taken up 
in reading the affidavits of officials of the vari­ 
ous companies, denying that the purpose of ths 
consolidation was inimical to the public. Jay 
Gould made an affidavit that he was a Direc­ 
tor in the defendant corporation, the Ameri­ 
can Union; that prior to the consolida­ 
tion negotiations Rufus Hatch came to 
him and made a representation about 
the 
advantages 
that 
would 
come 
from a union of the companies ; that Hatch 
said he was getting up a pool of 100,000 
shares of Western Union in anticipation of 
the harmouioua working of the companies, 
and asked him (Gould) to go in with him. 
Gould's affidavit further proceeds to say the 
consolidation was largely icfluerced and 
brought about by the advice of Rufus Hatch 
himself. 
An affidavit was received from 
War-hiDgton E. Connor, in which he said he 
had an interview with Rufus Hatch on the 
19th of January, in which the latter stated 
that he was the owner of a quantity of the 
capital stock of the American Union Com­ 
pany ; that he was displeased at being kept 
out of the deal, as be called it, and that be 
ought to have been taken into it. He sug­ 
gested that his shares of American Union 
stock should be taken by them at the price 
the Western Union was then selling at. He 
also said he had no ill-feeling toward Gould, 
but had toward Vanderbilt.

London, January 20th—A. m.—UponGlad- 
Btone moving a resolution giving precedence 
to Forster's bill for the protection of life and 
property in Ireland, E. Dwyer Gray, Home 
Rule member for Carlow county, rose to a 
question of order, saying the resolution was 
irregular. 
The Speaker ruled the resolution in order, 
and Gladstone moved it, strongly appealing 
to the House t > aid in passage of the bills. 
O'Conner (Home Rule) opposed the motion. 
Gladstone, in moving his resolution, said it 
would be in the last degree impracticable for 
the Government to bring forward the land 
bill, with all its intricacies and details, before 
they had dealt with the state of things exist­ 
ing in Ireland. 
Finnigau (Liberal and advanced National­ 
ist) continued the disou-sion on Gladstone's 
resolution, and in the course of his speech 
was called to order four times for irrelevancy. 
Milbank (Liberal) moved that Finnegan be 
no more heard, as he had been called to order 
four times. 
Finnegau was proceeding to renew his ob­ 
servations, when the Speaker eniJ, “ If Fin- 
nigan disregards the authority of the Chair, 
I know what course to take.” 
Finnigau then obeyed the ruling of the 
Chair. . 
Arthur O'Connor (Home Ruler) moved as 
an amendment that the order of day be now 
read.Beggar (Home Ruler) having several times 
been called to order f r irrelevancy, and hav­ 
ing ignored the ruling of the Chair, the 
Speaker named him as disregarding the 
authority of the Chair. 
Forster, Chief Secretary for Ireland, moved 
that lliggar be suspended from serving in 
the House for the remainder of the day’s 
sitting.

The Speaker then summoned Biggar to 
withdraw, and the latter withdre.v to the 
strangers’ gallery.

vertised for. The Directors always tried to get the 
work done at the lowest rate, ar.d to get all the bids 
made portable. 
C. D. Rhoades, Resident Engineer of the District, 
was sworn : He supervised the work of the district. 
Devoted his time to all of it, but most to the largest 
works. 
Visited the Yuba dam during the building 
on an average of three times a week, and sometimes 
more. 
Knows 
the 
plans as originally drawn. 
Changes were 
made 
from 
them, because the 
Directors and 
State 
Engineer determined the 
changes to be better or more desirable. The con­ 
tract was completed according to the plans and 
the changes made and approved. Was at the dam 
Saturday afternoon last. 
Found the dam in a good 
condition. As an engineer I say it answers the pur­ 
pose for which constructed. From estimates of 
the State Engineer's department it will hold 75,000,­ 
000 cubic yards of deposits. 
I believe the State 
ngineer’s department has surveys showing the 
mount of debris which would revch as low as the 
Yuba dam. The dam has not settled so as to he 
useless. Such a statement, if made, is untrue. The 
dam is now doing as much a» can be reasonably ox- 
!>ect'd in holding debris b a k , and more than was 
anticipated by most. I believe the tailings can be 
successfully impounded, I should judge lor a term 
of years. My observations on that point are not 
definite, but I believe they can be held for from ten 
to fifteen years. 
By building other dams that time 
can Ik? increased. 1 saw the Bear river dam ebout a 
week ago. 
It was then accomplishing trie purpose 
for which built. It is not true, if so st *tcd, that it 
lus so settled as to be of no use. It is intact as 
built, except gome settles. My testimony as to 
the 
Yuba 
in 
all 
resj»ects 
applies 
to 
the 
Bear river dam. 
The 
latter 
was 
built 
as 
originally designed, with changes made by the 
engineering department as stated. 
Wh*re changes 
altered the quantities of the work, the prices for 
the work remained the same, but new work had to 
l»e adjusted to new prices, as the Directors may 
arrange. I reported to the Directors that the two 
dams were completed according to contract. 
I re­ 
ported only after careful examinations and esti­ 
mates 
During the season I visited all the works in 
the district, and r e trie d on all, except in the im 
mediate vicinity of Sacramento. The witness here 
specified in detail all the works he visited and 
su[K?rvised. The changes made in the construction 
of the dam3 were more expensive to contractors. 
In some cases, he believed, allowances were made 
them, but he could not give the aggregate. 
The work was all done strictly in a workmanlike 
manner. There are settles in the dam. 
He could 
estimate the cost after observation of bringing the 
settles up to grade. The co^t would be trifling. 
The repairs could he made at any low water. The 
filling in strengthened the dam every day, and made 
it more solid. The tai Hugs settle as soon us the 
current of the rive»* is checked by striking the slack 
water. Some of the willows in the dam are now 
sprouting. Such growth will greatly strengthen the 
dam as it goes on. 
Undoubtedly the dam w ill do all 
the engineers claim lor it—unquestionably. The 
plan and scope of the work was not to dam the water 
but to strain or filter it, and store the detritus and 
let the water go on. The dam is of fin? brush, and 
that strains the water, checks it, and the particles 
settle and the water goes on freer cf the sediment. 
The d- posit begins at the dam and extends back 
above it. The curreut is checked and cannot longer 
carry on the debris. The carrying capacity of a 
stream is exactly according to its velocity. That 
velocity as to certain weights is settled by engineers. 
The dam has two objects. 
First, check the water 
and deprive it of the power to carry debris; ar.d 
second, to permit precipitation of detritus. 
It

by

ch. eking the 
cu *reut, and second, by straining the water. 
T'i 3 deposit may be above 
and 
below 
the 
willow network, atid for such works engineers select 
wide places in a stream. The shorter the dam the 
less it costs ; the longer it is the less pressure it 
must endure. As to flooding lower countries, the 
dams are more firmly anchored the longer they 
stand, and can’t b6 tom out to cause a flood, and 
the dam is cot as high as supposed. Above it other 
networks may he run, and the deposit level kept 
rising, and so the work of building these mounds 
may go on for 100 years. Eventually the deposit 
will take the slope of the old river ; that is, the 
deposit will till up the inequalities of the river. 
Above the Y uta dam is a large flat country. It 
will take many \ ears to fill it up, and with connect­ 
ing valleys, probably 50 years. 
When that becomes 
solid sediment, then filling up will go on above 
it. The deposits up in the foothills will thus be 
much higher than the dam below. Scientifically 
that is the action of all rivers. The strained or 
filtered water, after passing these dams, has the 
capacity of taking up sediment below* and carrying 
it on. 
Rivers running through low lands will build 
up their hanks. The object of the plans of this 
drainage district is to store up the debris, and thus 
clear out the river, increase its scouring capacity and 
restore the navigation of streams; and streams are 
made to scour by confining them by levels, and 
thus increase the velocity, and hence the taking-up 
and carrying capacity of the streams. There is no 
greater pressure on the dam if the water backs 
hack 1,000 feet than if it backs back only twenty feet. 
The deposits immediately above tho Yuba dam, 
along its 10,000 feet, are fully three feet deep, and in 
other places more. I can take any man there and 
dig through it and show it. In the old river chan­ 
nel there is now fully seven feet deposited, and all 
this since the construction of the dam. No part of 
the dam proper is washed out. At the north end 
the earthwork connection with the table land has in 
fact washed awav, but in no place has the body of 
the earthwork gone. In places the dam has settled 
so as to bring the| crest below the uniform grade, 
but it i8 all théfe that was ever put in. In some 
places the brushwork has settled a few inches and 
some a foot. No whero has it washed out, or lias 
the water run beneath. Some places the settle of 
one foot is 150 feet. The greater settles are short 
The dam can easily he made permanent. A rough 
estimate made now, as to cost of repairs, 1 should 
not like to make, but I’d say less than 85,000 would 
repair it ar.d make it even better than ever. I have 
been a civil engiueer nearly eighteen years, and 
continuously engaged in my profession, and nearly 
all that time engaged m engineering works. 
J. C. Piersou, civil engineer, was sworn : Was one 
of the engineers of the district; had charge of the 
Bear river dam and levees, and some brush work. 
The work w as done in a workmanlike manner, and 
as directed. 
I saw the dam Friday. 
It was in a 
very fair condition, and the repairs made on the set­ 
tles. The dam answers all the purposes for which 
erected. 
If it has been stated that the dam has 
settled so that ihe debris goes over it, and that the 
dam is useless, such statement is a falsehood. The 
debris remains above the dam. 
At the largest set­ 
tle of 150 feet, the brush settled from three to six 
fee*. Cannot say w hat the actual cost would he to 
repair the dam, but don't think it would exceed 
$1,000. The statement is not true that only a few 
(*20) wheelbarrow loads of Debris isdei>osiled. Who­ 
ever says so has not seen it. No engineer with re­ 
gard for his reputation would 
make such a 
statement, 
nor would 
any practical man do 
it. 
I 
believe 
the 
dams 
will 
fully 
meet 
expectation. They have exceeded mine. Witness 
detailed the points of work over which he had su- 
]K?rrision. He had oeen an engineer for thirteen 
years consecutively and all the time, lie continued : 
“ I was the engineer who was in charge of the en­ 
gineering inquiry in the old Sacramento Drainage 
District under engineer .Smith, and made a report 
that has been published. If the measures now 
adopted and being tried, or others are not put in 
force, the navigation of the Sacramento river will 
be soon utterly destroyed. To stop mining will not 
remedy it, 
because so much 
heavy material 
is 
already in the 
canyons, 
and 
the 
grade 
»*f 
the 
Sacramento 
river 
cannot 
he 
made 
sufficient to carry it as it is washed into it. The 
Bear River dam in the late flood did not break. The 
large settle was over the old channel where the 
foundation was clear sand, and nosed'ment was in it 
to pack ir. 
The dam checks the curreut an l allows 
the sediment to fall just as was expected and in­ 
tended. Ali the levees on the Bear stood well in the 
late flood. No serious damage followed the flood. I 
judge the Bear river work was done at a very 
reasonable 
price. 
Willows are 
growing 
in

the 
sediment 
some. 
The 
coarser 
material cn * he Bear lodges higher up the stream 
than the railroad bridge. 
I do not know that brush 
tied with wire is found below the dam all along the 
nver. 
From five to six teams were working on the 
dam. Four-horse teani9 and driver get 80. Thirty 
men were not at work on the dam, but twenty one. 
I was there Friday and know no brush is carried 
away, and that there is no break in that dam. It 
did uot give away. 
1 know it. There arc not two 
breaks. There is not one. 
1 do not know there are 
six settles. I do not know it requires a boat to cross 
the dam. 
. 
Mr. Camron here gave notice that he would prove 
that the d .m was broken, and that at two places it 
was washed away. 
Mr. Parks—I just want you to fetch your wit­ 
nesses to prove it. 
Mr. Long—Yes; or that one yard of brush is gone. 
Mr. Cam ron-I saw it Saturday. 
Witness—As to that brush, let me say that no fac- 
ines—wired brush--was put in. In making repairs 
1 used éome, but uone of them have gone. Notone 
ficine was ever put into the dam. 
Mr. Camron—I saw them ; wired 
bundles of 
brush----- 
Witness—You could not. There is no part of the 
work gone. 
We had some—considerable—brush 
stored to use for repairs, if needed—if settles took 
place. Some of these by high water were swept off, 
and gave rise to the idea that the dam broke. Some 
tetUers used wired brush to protect the levees. It 
never come out of the dam 
The c mmittee here asked Mr. Camron to give the 
namis of his witnesses, and the committee would 
subpenu them. They wanted the whole truth. 
Mr. Camron declined to give the names. 
He did 
not know them. He saw the water running eight 
feet deep in a break and men driving stakes to hold 
brush and close the break. 
Mr. Parks—It is another wheelbarrow story. It 
is not so. 
The committee here subpenaed Mr. Camron to 
testify. 
Engineer Wilson was here sworn. Was in charge 
of the work at the English break. Modifications were 
deemed necessary to make the work what it should 
be. 
, 
Mr. Parks—I wish certain and many residents < n 
the Bear river to prove that not one f'*ot of the dam 
hag washed ou . I can prove it by 100 wittiest s and 
by men on tho dam yesterday. 
Assemblyman Camron sworn : Saturday 1 saw 
one break sure, and I saw another place indicating 
another breo*. The break first named was from 
forty to fiftv feet. No sign of brush could be seen. 
l 4was on the edge of the break and saw it. They 
were driving twelve foot stakes in it. and piled up 
brush in it. It was about 300 o^ 400 feet from the 
levee. 
I saw where it anpeare 1 thev had filled 150 
feet with new brush, in part on old brush, but for 
about 101 feet perhaps t o old brush was seen. I 
don’t think there was brush under the break, be­ 
cause I saw men driving stakes down. 
Mr. Parks asked how witness knew it,and he re­ 
peated his statement. Mr. Parks wished witness to 
state positively, as he should show ail the dam was 
there, and not a bit of it goue, and he’d contradict 
the witness by 100 witnesses, if necessary. The 
dam settled just as Mr Pierson stated. 
Witness said the only brush dams he had seen 
were wing dams in Idaho, and on some mining riv­ 
ers, either the Yuba or Feather, he’d forgotten 
which ; never saw a dam like that on Bear river. 
He never built a dam. Had never exhibited a feel­ 
ing against these works. He did pledge b mstlf in 
Alameda to secure a repeal, if possible, of the bill. 
He objected to the character tf his examination— 
the question being as to hi9 animus against the 
debris bilk and if he had l ias in the nutter. 
Mr. Long argued that he had a right to show the 
feeling, the animus of a witness, and enlarged upon 
the ueoessi:v where a non-expsrt attempts to im­ 
peach witnesses who have no interest and are ex­ 
p rieneed ' y year?. 
Witness rcp;icd, claiming he had been forced to 
testify, and that he had uct volunteered testimony, 
but had asked questions because the Chairman bad 
invited ail to a.k any qui’iUoo oí any witness. He 


was not prejudiced. 
He only wanted fair and just 
dealing between the people and the friends of the 
debris bill. The committee had no right to force 
him to say what he had a right to say on the floor 
of the House. 
Mr. Burns thought the questions mproperand not 
fair. 
Mr. Long claimed Mr. Camron had, when not 
under oath, contradicted sworn experts and pro­ 
fessional engineers under oath, and hence hi9 ani­ 
mus should be examined into. 
Mr. Camron replied, denying that he had volun­ 
teered. He asked questions by invit tion. He had 
contradicted Mr Parks, uot the engineers. 
The committee decided witness should answer 
questions as to his feeling and whether his mind is 
unbiased. 
Witness not replying, and consulting with Mr. 
Whipple, Mr. Long withdrew the question, saying 
he did so inasmuch as witness had made two 
s;>eeches in defense c f himself, and couldn’t, after 
consultation with counsel, conclude whether or not 
to answer. 
Mr. Camron—I don't decline to answer. 
Mr. Young here cross-examined Mr. Camron at 
great length, in which witness said he did not know 
how the dam was constructed in detail, but believed 
from all appearances the dam had washed away 
clean, as described. 
Assemblyman K. C. Sargent sworn: 
Saw the 
Bear river dam last Saturday for half or three-quar­ 
ters of an hour. Saw a place where the dam ap­ 
peared open and where they were driving stakes, 
and beyond a place entirely opon and water running 
through. The top of the dam is not level, but up 
and down. Saw men drive stakes down. 
He felt 
and punched down with :i stick among the brush. 
He believed the water in the break to be ten feet 
d¿ep. Saw the brush scattered down the stream. 
The men at work there said-the darn had broken 
and the brush gone out. 
Has put in }«eat or tule 
dam s; never put in a dam like that on the Bear 
river. Saw a bank above the dam. Don’t know 
that it represents the depth of sediment gathered by 
the dam. 
Engin er Pierson recalled, and testified that no 
brush bound in wire was use.1. The brush poles are 
thirty Let long. They are weighted by sacks of 
s ud from the toe up. 
At the settle the poles sank, 
they did n >t go out. 
I repaired the settle referred 
to by Messrs. Camron and Sargent. The sediment 
already held by the dam will average two feet. In 
some places it is four to five feet. The high bank 
above the dam, in the stream, represents the depth 
of the sediment. 
Mr. Sargent—There seems to be a contradiction 
here. 
1 am ss positive as that 1 stand here, that the 
dam was broken and no brush remained in the 
break. 
Mr. Parks—Take two men of equal veracity, one 
skilled in the work and one not; one in charge of 
the work and one not. 
Who is best qualified to 
judge? 
Mr. Sargent—If Mr. Pierson :s in charge and says 
there i* no break, then I am the best judge 
Mr. Pierson-*-There is no break.
